DING the completion of the 
arrangements for the Union of the 
Jews’ Orphan Asylum with this Charity, and

MONEY LENDING. 


A correspondent has called our attention to a paper published in the West | 


of Englend in which there sre contained in one and the same impression fen 


_ advertisements all offering to lend money, and all the ten advertisers are core- 


ligionists. Now, money is a commodity like the thousands of others in which 
people trade ; and considered in the abstract there is no reason why a man should 
not trade in it and derive from it the same profit as from any other merchandize, 
But unfortunately this business holds out temptations offered by no other com- 
modity to which the money-lender generally succumbs. His customers, as a 


_Tule,are needy persons in temporary distress who, full of the perils of the present 


have lost the power of calculating the still greater perils of the future, at the 
cost of which they are anxious to extricate themselves from the oppresive condition 


ofthe moment. The terrors of the present outweigh the apprehensions for the 


future. Or they are thoughtless persons who, to satisfy a momentary gratifica- 


tion, give no heed to the future. Their motto is “let us eat and drink to-day, — 
_ to-morrow we shall die.’ But it is as the poet sang, ‘ Der wahn ist kurz die 


reue ist long” (short is the intoxication, repentance is long). Occasionally the 


customers are persons of sanguine temperament who hope against hope. The 
money-lender, aware of all this, cunningly avails himself of the vantage-ground 


occupied by him and exacts terms from his customers which are simply ruinous. He 


plays with his game as the angler with the fish that has bitten. ‘“ Hat dich der 
teufel bei einem haar, hat er dich ganz und gar” (if the devil has seizad you by | 


one hair he has you altogether). Of course in time the victim awakes to the 
terrible position in which he has been placed by his relation to the money- 
lender and with him generally his friends, sympathisers and family. The conse- 
quence is bitter hatred to the whole tribe of usurers which unfortunately is 
extended to the race from which they spring. And it is this consequence which 
involves the innocent into the guilt of the culpable which gives us the right, 
nay, imposes upon us the duty of animadverting upon his trade, which causes a 
real “ profanation of the name of the Lord” (Own bibn). Now can nothing be 
done to mark these men with the communal displeasure, so as in the first place 
to be able to show to our Christian fellow-citizens that this detestable trade is 
followed by the usurer not because of, but despite his Judaism, and that there- 


fore ill-will to Jews, as a body, in consequence of individual delinquencies is 


undeserved ; and secondly, to deter persons of honour and of true Jewish feeling 


from entering upon this business ? This object could be attained if a regulation © 


were made in every congregation that professional money-lenders should be 
inelegible for every honorary office or for being called to the Law. They would 
thus be marked men, whose example would not be easily followed by the younger 
branches of the community. We recognise the difficulty of putting our views 
into practical shape ; but what we aim at is that some moral influence should 
be exercised wherever possible, to show these men that Jews as a body share in 
the disgust with which the hateful calling of usury is looked upon generally, 


and that the community will no longer passively permit the name of “Jew” to— 


be stained with the aspersions cast upon it through the nefarious actions of a 
few individuals. | | 


DR. FALK ON RELIGIOUS ORGANISATION, 
There was lately a debate in the Prussian Parliament on Religious Organisa- 
tion in consequence of a motion by Dr. Virchov, “that the evangelical church 
could exist without synods recognised by the State.” Dr. Falk, the enlightened 
Minister of Public Instruction, combatted this view and in the course of the 
speech delivered by him on the occasion said in such a case “either the religious 
sentiment of the isolated communities will be attenuated and at last will evaporate 


ora tendency will appear to become a narrow minded sect restrictive of religious 


liberty. It is my full conviction if we wish to preserve the religious sentiment 


in the German people, that the isolated communities must be comprehended in an 


organism.”’ The declaration of this most tolerant, experienced and wise minister 


to Christians. The foundation for a complete organisation of the. Anglo-Jewish 
community has been laid by the formation of the United Synagogue. It should 
now be extended over the whole of the metropolis, and in time embrace the united 
kingdom and ultimately the whole empire. Indeed there is no reason why the 
purely religious organisation should stop there. There is no reason why in 
process of time it should not extend over western and central Europe, the 


populations of which occupy pretty much the same level of civilisation. Local 


organisations are in existence all throughout these regions. All that is requisite 
is to bring, these local organisations into closer contact, define the objects which 
should come within the scope of this enlarged organism and appoint a central 
authority forming the executive. How much ia every respect might be accom- 


plished by such an organisation! What new life would be thereby infused even 


into the remotest extremities! In former years such an organisation would have 
been an impossibility, as the tyranny of the continental governments, at least in 


central Europe, would have interposed. But at present there exists no external | 


obstacle whatever to such an attempt. |

In a leader published some weeks ago in these columns we stated our views — 


on the great Datch thinker, his philosophy, and his relation to Jndaism and the 
Jewish people from which he sprang and whose religion he never abjared. It is 


most gratifying to notice that the movement initiated for erecting a statue in his 


memory is making progress. Some of Europe's greatest thinkers have manifested 
their interest in it and promised their co-operation. Among these thinkers are 
many who, by the views propounded by them, are clearly not at one with the 
system taught by Spinosa. They simply admire the genius of the man and 
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. 
desire to dohomage to the memory of a philotopher who, in his noble spotless lif 
exemplified the exalted principles of morality professed by him and who prefer : 
to languish in penury so long as he was at liberty to utter what he thought < 
to live in luxury and be in danger of being muzzled. Enlightenment has ‘a 


_ yet sufficiently advanced in the masses to presume that they can draw a line of 


distinction between the man and the views held by him. We can therefo,, 
hardly expect that the many will be moved to paying a tribute to the memo 
of the man by supporting the movement set on foot. I+ will probably be cop. 
fined to the few. The few, however, belong to the élite of the present Seneration 
as will be seen from the following statement which we copy from the German 
correspondent of a daily paper: “I have received a copy of the circular just 
issued by the Spinosa Committee.

yount van Limburg-Stirum. Supplementary members, to make the project knowy 
and doubtless to receive subscriptions, are given for Belgium, Germany, France 
Great Britain, Italy, Austria, Switzerland, and the United States. The English 
members are Professors Bain, Huxley, Jowett, Max Miiller, Tulloch, and Tyndall, 
and Messieurs J. H. Stirling, Leckey, G. H. Lewes, W. H. Pollock, and Herbert 
Spencer. In Germany the list is headed properly by Berthold Auerbach, who 
translated Spinosa into German, and then wrote a biography of the master, and 
it contains further Professor Zeller, the great historian of Greek philosophy 
Professor Fischer of Heildelberg, and several other representative scholars, In 


France MM. Taine and Littré are members. It is proposed to erect the monument 


at the Hague, near the site of Spinosa’s house.” It is satisfactory to find that 
the race fron which the great Dutch thinker sprang will not be unrepresented 
among the promoters of the movement. Doctor Auerbach, the celebrated 
novellist, who heads the movement in Germany—the land of thinkers—is a Jew, 
one moreover who was brought up for the rabbinical office. 


THE HASTY BURIAL AT NEWCASTLE. | 

Shocking! shoching! shocking! Such is the wrathful exclamation springing 
to our lips from an indignant heart at the perusal of the letter of “ Watchman” 
in our last, in which an account is given of the burial of a child while yet warm. 
We lack words energetic enough for denouncing this foul and base deed wrought | 
in Israel by one whom, to stigmatise by an epithet richly deserved, we abstain, 
simply because any which our vocabulary suggests to us is too weak to express 
the detestation—the horror with which we view hismisdeed. How long will the 
Jewish community allow itself to be disgraced by such barbarous, by such brutal 
practices as seem to be followed with impunity by aset of people asignorant as supers 
stitious, as heartless as obdurate? Does the law of the land afford no means for 


bringing home to such persons by means ot fines and imprisonment the iniquity 


of their conduct, since they are deaf to the voice of reason and decency? If 
there exists no such law the legislature should be memoralised to enact such a 
law, which is the more desirable since the authority which might years ago have 
moved in the matter to advantage, but neglected to do so, and thus allowed the 
masses to believe that hasty burials were in consonance with Judaism, even now 
remains mute ; and with the exception of the letter drawn from it by the inquiry 
made by the United Synagogue, reproduced in these columns, has never given a 
sign to show that it condemned this homicidal practice. The ecclesiastical hoard 
ean speak out loud enough when the infraction of some ceremonial law was 


‘threatened. But in the presence of a practice which threatens buman life it 


finds it compatible with its conscierce to hold its peace. This should ye have 
done and not left the other undone. The jurisdiction of the United Synagogue 
for the moment is limited to the confederated six synagogues. Whien it shall 
have past the recommendations made in the report commented upon in our last, 
it will, at least for a time, only be binding upon the constituents. And sball the 
other forty or fifty congregations in the kingdom still be allowed to pursue the 
barbarous practice of hasty burials without a word of rebuke and instruction by 
the authority to which they look up for religious guidance ? A pastoral on the

The first issue may be formulated thus : “Does J udaism, prescriptive or 
otherwise, sanction the interment of a corpse before the certainty of death is 
placed beyond doubt ?” To this I reply that none of the authorities now before 
me refer to the matter in the least degree. I conclude, therefore, from the 
absence of all testimony to the contrary, that enlightened Judaism may institute 
any measures capable of coping with and counteracting the diaster, or the enor- 
mity of consigning a living human being to the silent tomb. The path is clear. 
to us to initiate any plan we deem best calculated to avert a terrible evil, the 
very suspicion of which fills our hearts with dismay, and makes us shudder with 
horror, No one in the community can arrogate to himself the power or the right 


_ ing any method that may henceforth be adopted either by the general — 
_ body or the individual for the purpose of solving the vexed problem whether an 


apparently lifeless corpse still preserves the force of animation or not. What- 
ever be the measures devised to set at rest this ever recurring doubt, I for one 
should accept them in perfect good faith, and should not raise my voice in 
Opposition to them, ‘The proposition of a medical certificate is simple, reason- 
able and effectual. It militates against none of our religious scruples, and, not 
being in origin to anti-Judaic, I trust that the community will vote for this

The second question stands thus: “Does Judaism, ancient, medieval, or 


modern, sanction premature or early interment® of the known dead?” [ wish I 


could answer this query without awakening the susceptibilities of my brethren, 
disturbing their equanimity, and casting a cloud upon their oft and anxiously 
repeated aspirations. Much to my regret—my poignant regret, because I must. 
needs wound, where I should prefer to heal—much to my regret, I say, I am 
bound in the interests of truth to state that Judaism of all periods and climes 
has declared, and still declares, positively and unmistakably, that the dead must 
be removed for burial very, very soon after dissolution. Not only does prescrip- 
tive Judaism sanction what is designated premature interment, but it absolutely 
demands and enjoins it in the plainest and most significant of terms. Turn 
where I may to our authorities and. our text books, I find that from time 
immemorial up to the present day early burial is regarded as an imperative 
ordinance, and its infringment is set down as sinful and iniquitous. I use the 
word “ ordinance” advisedly, because I wish the community to understand that 
this is not a question of minhag or custom, but that it is actually and veritably 
one of absolute and clearly-defined law. Jewish jurisprudence of all ages holds 
strongly to the conviction that early burial has its foundation in the Mosaic 
Code, as handed down to us by our progenitors, and maintains that it is as wrong 
to violate the command as it is tu set at nought the most cherished prohibition 
contained in the Decalogue. I say nought, whether I agree or not with the 
interpretation of the special text upon which the law is based; that is not to 
the point, for Iam neither advocate, opponent or apologist, and am only an 
historian relating a fact. Viewed ia the light of a strictly Biblical, and not a 
fanciful Rabbinical precept, the law so laid down has been preserved during all 
ages and vicissitudes of our race, and is adhered to now, wherever Jews find a 
home or a settlement. We are not dealing then with an empty custom, but 
with a charge which as Jews we are bound to obey, and not set aside through 
the impulse of sentiment. | at | 

I assume for granted, Sir, that the present generations, however much they 
be moved by kindly, benevolent and affectionate motives, would hesitate greatly 
ere they committed an outrage upon their ancestral faith, and knowingly traus- 
gressed a command which possesses precedent, custom, aud Law to recommend 
its continued preservation. I do not defend the Law; I merely say that thus 
and thus I find it, and that if Judaism is to be kept intact, we must hold to the 
prescription, even if we lament its existence. Laymen and ecclesiastics may 
abolish obnoxious customs, but I contend that they have no power to abrogate a 
Law, especially if it be of Mosaic—not Rabbinical—origin, and it be accepted 
by the entire House of [srael. It is true that the said Law is only inferential, 
not declared, and is not clearly set down in the Pentateuch. This, however, is 
no argument for its abolition ; if it were, what will become then of the pres- 
criptions for kosher and trifa, to which our revered Chief Rabbi clings with 
such commendable tenacity? These and many: others are deduced inferentially 
from the Scriptures, and I challenge any theologian to prove that the right of 
early burial does not fall within the same category. | 

I shall not trouble your readers with the numerous quotations I have anno- 
tated from the various authorities I have piled before me. Suffice it to say 
that I ain surprised at the absolute unanimity of opinion expressed by them, 
and that, if needs be, I am prepared to translate them from the original Hebrew. 


The Rabbinate will be powerless to interpose on our behalf, as it must

HASTY BURIALS IN NEWCASTLE-ON-TYNE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” | 
Sin,—I, in common with many of iny coreligionists, read with extreme pain 
and with indignant surprise the letter in your issue of last Friday’s under the 


above heading. Hardly a single statement in the communication signed. 


“ Watchman” is true, and I think it would be well for such an extremely vigi- 
lant member of the community if to his zeal for the public welfare he added 
some little respect for veracity. The child he alludes to was not buried until 
tive hours after its death, the body had been seen by the medical man, who 
- gave the certificate of death, and the Rev. Mr. Harris, who impertinently thrust 
himself into the presence of the friends of the deceased, instead of meeting, as 
“Watchman” alleges, with “ abuse, approaching very nearly to violence,’ was 
quietly and civily requested to withdraw.

By giving 
them an emphatic deuial, I think little further is required to show their falsity, 
for ‘* Watchman’s” allegations proved that he could not have been present at the 
house of the deceased, and that being content to make use of garbled rumour, 
he has certainly failed to convey to the readers of the Jewish Chronicle even a 
moderately accurate statement of the case. on 
Turning from “ Watchman’s” report of the matter itself, it will excite little 
wonder, that being so totally opposed to truth, his remarks upon the general 
merits of the wide question of lnmediate Interment are beside the question. 
He alleges that the Jews of Newcastle have scandalised their neighbours by this 
“ hasty burial,” and that the whole nation has suffered by what he terms this 
“ disgraceful proceeding.” ‘ Watchman,” who seems to be lamentably unac- 
- quainted with the Talmud, or he would never inveigh against Immediate Inter- 
ment in the menner he does, is just as ill-acquainted with English sentiment as 
with our own ordinances in this respect. For many years there has been-a 
growing feeling among Christians that the corpses of deceased persons are kept 
by them too long above ground, and the general Funeral Reform Movement 
going on in Great Britain points to a disposition on the part of Christians to 
assimilate some of their burial customa to those which are followed by the Jews. 
This being the case, “ Watchman” would scem to be desirous of altering our

Shall we, after obeying the Law tor centuries, throw our obedience just at — 


the moment Christendom magnificently vindicates the truth we have been 
venerating, by expressing a coincident opinion? There cannot be two answers 

to the enquiry, and I need not further pursue the subject, feeling sure that the 
readers of the Jewish Chronicle will hesitate to give their adhesion to the senti 
ments of one who, like ‘‘ Watchman,” is not only manifestly ill-informed upon 
the subject, but who shields himself from possible consequences by hiding under 
an assumed name. He can only win the admiration of the people among 
whom we sojourn by rigidly adhering to our own customs, ceremonial laws and 
rites, for by so doing we prove not only our homogeneity but our divine origin.

When the late lamented Lady Montefiore was taken away from a circle of — 
grrowing friends and from a career of usefulness to the community, a general 
jesire was manifested to perpetuate the memory of her amiable character and 
vious deeds by some suitable memorial, in harmony with the gentle spirit that 
had animated her life. A meeting of ladies was held on the 9th December, 1862, 
at the reeidence of the Chief Rabbi, to consider the best means of giving effect 
to the expression of the popular voice, Sarcastic writers have drawn humourous 
pictures of mectings of ladies. Not having been present ourselves we cannot 
speak as to the number of irrelevant words that may have heen exchanged on 
that occasion; but it is certain that the resolution arrived at was very sensible 
and practical and worthy of an assembly of lords ofthe creation.

Suitable premises were sought for, aud not easily found. From this and 
other causes, arose some delays which caused a postponement in the accomplish- 
ment of the good work. Eventually the Committee selected a pair of semi- 
detached houses in Portland Road, South Norwood ; and each house was devoted 
to persons of one sex, who are separated from the other sex. The community 
had thus a double establishment controlled by a single management. The free- 
hold of the premises was secured at a cost of £1,700, and they were adapted to

The Home was consecrated by the Rev. Dr. Adler, the Chief Rabbi, on the 
ath October, 1869, and in the following week it was ready for the reception of 
inmates, During the first year accommodation was provided for five male and 
five female patients, each of whom was received for a period of three weeks, in 
conformity with the practice of other similar establishments.

A liberal scale of diet is necessarily adopted, for generous food is required to 
restore health and strength to the debilitated. It is astonishing to see how 


completely the wan, pallid countenances and feeble gait of the new arrivals. 


disappear, to be replaced by the rosy hues, the bright complexion and the brisk 
walk of renewed health. Many valuable gifts of wine aud brandy are forwarded 
to the institution and are of the greatest service, which also may be said of 
wearing apparel, as applicants for admission frequently come so ill clad, that it 
is absolutely essential to furnish them with warm clothing. 

In order to benefit a class above paupers, the rules of the establishment 
permit the admiasion, by subscribers’ or governors’ recommendation, of patients 
at a weekly payment of fifteen shillings. This class of inmates is not encouraged, 
preference being given to the utterly destitute ; and if received they are expected 
to conform to the rules of the institution the same as non-paying patients, The 
charity is primarily a Home for the Jewish poor, to enable them to recover their 
strength and once more go forth and struggle on in the hard battle of life. 

We must not conclude this paper without recording the benevolent efforts 
of Miss Caroline Goldsmid, who has founded a Convalescent Home for Infants 
at Lower Tooting. This establishment is under the management of that charit- 


able lady. assisted by Miss Miriam Harris, Head Mistress of the Infant School, 


on whose recommendation female children from three to ten years cf age are 
admitted. Male children are also received from three to seven years old. The 


little creatures are allowed to enjoy the benefits of this Home for a space of

BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


— 


Ir is marvellous to sec what expansion the functions of the Board of 


Guardians have gained within the few years of its existence. It started 
into life as an acorn and has obtained the dimensions of a stately oak, It 
has struck root deeply in the communal heart, and its fibres are entertwined 
with nearly every other Jewish charity, while several benevolent institutions 
have been sheltered under its protecting wing. We have never been so 
powerfu'ly impressed with this fact as after the perusal of the last repert and 
the published outline of the address delivered by the President of the Board 
at its recent meeting. What a revolution the operations of this Board are 
effecting in the social, industrial and moral condition of the Jewish working 
classes—and this so silently, so gradually, and yet so steadily that we should 
hardly notice its beneficial working but for the manifesto put forth year by 
year. We can only compare this working with the noiseless unobserved action 
of those important constituents in the human frame, which while incessantly 
pouring forth a stream of vitality into every limb are never perceived by the 
organism, | 


The community may well feel proud of this institution. We do not — 


think there is any other body all over the globe possessing’ such a 
well ordered, such an efficient, and such a smooth-going machinery for 
counsel and relief to the necessitous, We find absolutely nothing to censure 
but much to praise. Mr. Conen called the community a grumbling one. 
We fully agree with him. From our experience there is no other community in 
the kingdom which is so censorious and so disposed to criticise, as the Jewish. 
But this epithet Mr. Couen will find is not applicable to the Jewish press, 
at least so far as we are concerned. The Board is undoubtedly well 
deserving of the community. It merits the highest praise, and it- shall 
reeeive it at our hands ungrudgingly. a 

We sincerely trust the community will lay to heart the sound advice 
given it by Mr. Conen in the course of the address delivered by him at the 
last annual meeting, especially his remarks concerning private charity. That 
is not true charity which is given to rid oneself of the importunity of 
a sturdy beggar, or of an uncomfortable feeling awakened by the tale 
of misery concocted by some artful speculator on human foibles. True 
charity is thoughtful. It thinks more of the means permanently to benefit 
the petitioner than to satisfy a blind sentiment too sickly and erratic to await 
the result of a testing research. | 

Neither religion nor morality approves of this mode of charity. Religion, 
no. doubt, recommends repeatedly, and in the most emphatic terms, the relief 
of the poor. But then by the use of the very term poor it presupposes that 
the applicant for relief be really poor, and that there exist no other means 
of aiding him but the dispensing of alms, But how can those applied to for 


relief be sure that the petitioner is really poor and cannot be efficiently 


succoured in any other way except by charity if they do not adopt the 
proper means for ascertaining his condition? And yet what amount of 
money—we will not call it charity—is annually given away by a number of 


soft-hearted persons—we will not call them benevolent—without proper. 


inquiry and without warrant that the alms given will be properly employed ; 
given simply in obedience to a thoughtless momentary impulse or to a moral 
cowardice springing from the contemplation of a fictitious picture of misery 

And morality—what does morality say to this method of dispensing 
relief? It condemns it in the most emphatic language it can employ. It 
does not call it charity; it absolutely calls it cruelty. Charity of this 
sort, it teaches, not only does not relieve, but is calculated to aggravate the 
existing evil, For every applicant so relieved it creates a dozen others. It 
holds out powerfal inducements to idle about, to cant and to lie in order to 
obtain without work that for which others have to toil and drudge. It 
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encourages the lowest instincts in human nature. It often robs the really 


deserving poor of the sympathy of the truly benevolent, who having been fre- 
quently deceived and being unable to discern between the two classes confound 
them and lose their interest nm both. It holds ont a premium to pauperism 
and thereby inflicts an incalcaluble amount of physical and moral mischief 
on society, All this mischief, in the Jewish community at least, might be 
prevented if the charitably disposed among us were to make the Board of 
Gaardians their sole channel of benefactions, or at least if before succouring 


they would make proper inquiries at the office which is always ready to give 


authentic information to those applying for it. aS 

_ In no case, however, should private charity be an excuse for withholding 
support from the Board of Guardians; This Board discharges a duty 
impqsed upon every community in its corporate capacity. The first poor- 


law that was ever imposed upon a people was that prescribed in the divine 


code, Thousands of years before England awoke to the national obligation 
of making provision for the widow, the orphan, the aged, infirm and helpless, 
IsrakEw’s inspired legislator taught these duties to his people. Whatever 
grew in the corners of the fields, the forgotten sheaves and the ‘gleanings. 
belonged to the poor. They had a right to share in the spontaneous produce of 
the seventh year, and the remission of all debts in the year of release was 
evidently instituted for the benefit of the poor, These were duties to the 


poor which the authorities were empowered to enforce and did enforce. 


They. did not relieve from the duty of private charity, and, therefore, 
constituted in the true sense of the word a poor law. 

True, we Jews are no longer an agricultural people, charity in kind is no 
longer practicable. Nor does the existing state of society admit of an 
indiscriminate remission of debts. But although the letter of the law cannot 


-. be carried out the spirit remains. The spirit of this law imposes upon us 


duties in our corporate capacity for the discharge of which the Board of 
Guardians is the instrument, But an instrument must be worked ; and it is 
for the community to supply the working power. Under whatever aspect, 
therefore, this duty be considered, whether under that of expediency, morality 
or religion, it equally presents itself as one of the most important and sacred 
of the community.

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NOTES ON “JUDAISM SURVEYED” BY DR. BENISCH.

Among the magnates of Judaism, which are brought forward by our learned 
author as pictures on the canvass of a panorama, briefly introduced, and as 
briefly dismissed, we have Maimonides, Spinoza, and Mendelssohn. When we 
take into consideration the poverty and the distress they had to contend with ; 


when we think of the deep prejudices they had to encounter, not only among 


their Gentile adversaries, but also among the bitter foes of their own race, we 
- cannot but wonder at the vitality of that indomitable spark of genius, which 
still clings to the Hebrew race, as did once to our forefathers, the pillar of fire 
in the dreary wilderness. Scattered, broken, and dispersed throughout the wide 
world, the spark still flies npwards, and never disappears. How beautifully 
illustrative of this is the Talmudical symbol : MM AYMINI NIN, 
_ “The tablets are broken, but the letters still flutter on high.’’ 
ignorance was deemed wisdom; when bigotry was synonymous with piety, 
and plonder and rapine were upheld as a divine mission, ‘‘ the Lord called uuto 
Moses,” and Maimonides appeared! And this is the Maimonides whom our 
gentile brethren complimented with the saying , “ He was the first among the 
Jews who ceased to play the fool.” And this charming phrase, this sample of 
nectarean courtesy, was quoted by a Regius Professor of one of the most cele- 
brated educational establishments in enlightened Europe! “ Verily, verily,” the 
rabbinical dictum ie right after all, JOWIANW, Does a Nurshite 
kiss thee ? Count thy teetb.” The honest-hearted English historian, Milman, 
had evidently the above quoted: compliment in view, but coul} not soil his pen 
with such a gross national insult ; he mollified it, and paraphrased it thus : “ Tbe 
wise Maimonides, the first who, instead of gazing with blind adoration, and un- 
intelligent wonder at the great fabric of the Mosaic Law, dared to survey it with 
the searching eye of reason, and. was rewarded by discovering the indelible 
_— of the Divine wisdom and goodness.” (Milman’s History of the Jews, 
vol, 3). | 
Maimonides was born at Cordova, the exact date of his birth, according to 
Jost, cannot be ascertained to a few years. Graetz, on the other hand, not only 
.gives us the year, out also the day and the hour of his birth (the 30th of March, 
after 1 p.m., 1135), and the ON 7Dp is still more exact, and tells us he was born 
Naw Ov, MOD Ay, z.e., on Saturday, “the day before the 
Passover Feast, an hour and twenty minutes after widday.” Davi Levi, whom 
the elder D'I[sraeli denominates “ Honest David Levi, who can believe in any- 
thing but Christ,” traces the genealogy of Maimonides to R. Jehudah tne holy 
(Lingua Sacra, vol. 2), which quite coincides with the assertion of the 
OM) ABD. 
Maimonides’ father was a very learned man, and held a high position in 


rociety ; but it seems, with all his cleverness, he could not resist the charms of a_ 


lady of inferior position ; he married her, an act which was, at that time, con- 
sidered pardonable, since—we are told—in a dream, he was ordered to do 
ro by an angel. Maimonides’ mother died in child-bed, but’ was very soon 
replaced by a step-mother. We are led to believe, that his early days were 
anything but happy ; his father began to be cross with him, and had even the 
unmanliness to taunt him with the fact that his mother was the daughter of 
(what Jcet calls) a“ Fleischer,” @.e., a butcher. Graetz—as far as we can recol- 
lect—says nothing about this, for which there can only be two reasons : he is 
either reluctant to own that it is possible for a well-educated Jew to be guilty of 
such meanness, or he looks upon the whole affair as fabulous. Certain, how- 


ever, it appears that the father's house became too unpleasant for the little 


boy, and he had to flee to “‘a friend in need,” who was ‘a friend indeed.” In 
this fugitive state he found himself asleep in the synagogue, and when he awoke, 
he suddenly felt “ begeistert,” inspired. Alas! how often have a few 
thoughtless words, spoken in haste and in anger, buried in oblivion years of 
kindness and affection!

though there were more than thirty men in the band, they could not lift nor stir 
the coffin. In their bitter disappointment they turned to the fugitive Jews, and 
assured them of their repentance, and followed the mourners to the grave, Jog: 
looks upon this as fabulous, but the great probability is, that in reality it is history 
orientally embellished. Maimonides’ coffin was probably seized by the robbers, 
with the impression that the Jews would pay an enormous ransom rather than 
have their great rabbi cast into the sea; the fugitive mourners disappointed 
their expectations, and the ruffians saw no advantage in retaining the coffin, and 
gladly handed it over again to its original guardians. 

Jews, Christians and Mahomedans mourned at the loss of one of the greatest 
of immortal mortals. His body lies in the grave, his soul ascended to Heaven, 
but his glorious name abides cn earth ‘‘ for ever and ever.” In the year 12324 
deputation was sent to his grave tu “ask pardon of his ashes” for the insults 
offered to him during his lifetime.
